Giving thought to culture tile speak­ 
er derided the usual choice of the 
young folks in jazz music on radio 
programs.

Then 
the 
Philadelphian 
added, “ Whatever 
it is, lf it represents something beau­ 
tiful. in art, our boys and girls should 
he ta UK lit to appreciate it. . . . There 
is no such thing as m ajor and minor 
art when it comes to the arts. Some­ 
times there is just as much art in a 
beautiful dish as in a symphony or 
painting.” 
Advocating the instilling of appre­ 
ciation in the child for every sort of 
work, Dr. Yocum told that genuine­ 
ness, perfection, purity, rarity, aes­ 
thetic and artistic merit and adaptive­ 
ness to use, difficulty in production, 
all add to worth in the making or 
using. "W e should all have a part in 
the finenesses civilization has handed 
down. 
This phase of Democracy has 
been too much ignored. This is some­ 
thing for your organization to foster— 
see that the ideas of our young folks 
are more firmly fixed in tho beauty 
and fineness ot life— help them to re­ 
alize there is .something beyond the 
three If s and wage earning.” 
A plea was made for better training 
in the home as far as appreciation of 
the best things in life is concerned. 
“ W e ought to be proud of the fact we 
havo more of this Democracy than any 
other people.” 
Mrs. Anna G. Green, of Harrisburg, 
superintendent of home economics, de­ 
partment ot education, was called up­ 
on for an account of the National P a r­ 
ent Teacher Convention held in Min­ 
neapolis iii 1932.

(fiance for personality development. 
“ Schools should not be expected to 
carry the whole burden of child de­ 
velopment.
